night. The crash claimed two 
lives. 
Dr Thomas F. Corriden. who 
supervised the immediate treat­ 
ment of Kennedy at Coolev- 
Dickinson Hospital, said he saw 
‘'several fractured vertebrae'’ 
in X rays taken of the 32-year- 
old senator's back 
Corriden said of Kennedy, 
“ He’s verv seriously injured.” 
Although he suffered a broken 
back, a hospital statement said, 
the senator has the use ot his 
arms and legs. 
Less seriously injured in the 
crash was Sen. Birch Bayh. D- 
Ind., and his wife Both were 
reported in good condition to­ 
day.

The broad qu estion raised by the U.S. 
Su preme Cou rt's position on apportion­ 
m ent of state legislatu res transcends the 
narrow qu estion of apportionment in the 
six states directly affected and scores of 
other states which will hav e to get bu sy 
on 
reapportionment. 
It is the qu estion of what cau ses the 
ju dicial 
branch 
of 
gov ernment 
to 
be 
forced 
by 
legislativ e 
a n d 
ex ecu tiv e 
branches into ru lings that make it the 
target for critics looking for ex cu ses to 
malign it for improper interference. 
Legislativ e apportionment in the states 
has been scandalou sly ou t of harmony 
with 'he principle of representativ e de 
mocracy . 
Ev ery legislator, ev ery member of the 
ex ecu tiv e branch and ev ery observ er of 
gov ernment knows this to be so. Bu t as 
an Ohio legislator, C 
Stanley Mechem, 
president pro tern of the state senate, 
pu ts it, any 
change wou 'd be 
difficu lt 
becau se “ a lot of the fellows are going 
to hav e to v ote to cu t off their heads.” 


IT IS AIX v ery well to say as a m atter 
of principle that “ the people" shou ld do 
something 
abou t 
fau lty 
apportionment, 
bu t "the people” hav e delegated respon­ 
sibility for su ch things to their legislators, 
who are prim arily interested in sav ing 
their own 
leeks.

You ngsters u su ally hav e more time on 
their hands than is necessary du ring the

handcraft. Parents hav e only to select 
one of six play lot locations nearest their 
homes and know that carefu lly -selected 
su perv isors will keep their offspring oc­ 
cu pied and ou t of trou ble. Merlin Dav id­ 
son, Ju nior High teacher and coach, is 
general su perv isor of the program which 
is looked forward to annu ally , mu ch in 
contrast to the day s abou t 15 y ears ago 
when the city parks program consisted of 
one picnic shelter, trees and a few flowers. 


No one in the ex ecu tiv e departm ent 
likes to talk abou t fau lty apportionment 
becau se it wou ld make him a target for 
legislativ e criticism.

Brazil' s Economic Flight 


By GEORGE TELFER 


The economic fu tu re of Brazil 
looks brighter with each passing 
day to the international bu siness 
and financial commu nity . Lead­ 
ing ex porters and bankers are 
pleased by what the new re­ 
gime has done, is doing, apd 
perhaps most important of all— 
what it plans to do. 
Topping the list at the mo­ 
ment is the recast law on retu rn 
home of profits earned in Brazil 
by foreign inv estors. The profit 
rem ittance law has been trans­ 
formed from a weapon restrict­ 
ing su ch rem ittances to one de­ 
signed prim arily to keep track 
of foreign 
inv estment 
in 
the 
cou ntry 
Second, in the short 
t i m e 
since the March rev olu tion, the 
regim e of President Hu mberto 
Castelo Franco has drastically 
slowed the rate of inflation that 
had threatened the cou ntry with 
bankru ptcy . 
Inflation, the rate of increase 
in the cost of liv ing as meas­ 
u red by key index es, rose 150 
per 
cent 
in 
the 
first 
three 
months of the y ear u nder for­ 
m er president Joao Gou lart. Re­ 
markably . the rate for the whole 
y ear is ex pected to be only 7 0 
per cent, compared with 80 per 
cent in 1963. 
IN APRIL 
he 
rate 
gained 
less than 3 per cent, compared 
with 7 per cent in March. 
Instead of a trillion cru zeiro 
($8 00 million i deficit in the na­ 
tional bu dget, one of only half 
that mu ch is ex pected this y ear. 


Elimination of im port su bsidies 
and ex cess jobs on the padded 
federal pay roll accou nt for most 
of the redu ction. 
Eu ropean cou ntries, led by the 
Italians and Germans, mov ed 
rapidly 
fo giv e Brazil better 
term s of credit to finance im­ 
ports. The Du tch and French 
also are thou ght to nav e done so. 
Brazil also recently eliminated 
the du al ex change rate on its 
most im portant ex port, coffee, 
fu rther improv ing the cou ntry ’s 
foreign trade position. This, add­ 
ed to the poor coffee crop this 
y ear, is encou raging it is said. 
There shou ld be no trou ble in 
m arketing the crop and no need 
to finance or 
su pport 
it 
in 
other way s. The gov ernment re­ 
portedly is holding Pack m arket­ 
ing of the 1964-65 crop u ntil Oct. 
1. This compares with the nor­ 
mal start of Ju ly 1. 


THE PROFIT rem ittance law 
now is before the Senate and is 
likely to pass. Its shape is most 
im portant becau se Brazil m u st 
take in abou t $1 billion a y ear 
in foreign ex change or its equ iv ­ 
alent ju st to create the million 
new jobs it needs to keep u p 
with the growing work force. 
The Gou lart regim e’s bill had 
t h r e e 
objectionable 
articles 
which wou ld hav e discou raged 
inv estment. 
One change perm its registra­ 
tion of reinv ested foreign capital 
in foreign cu rrency as well as 
cru zeiros. No longer wou ld there 
be a qu estion as to what foreign 
inv estors were entitled to rem it 


in foreign cu rrency . 
The 10 per 
cen* 
limit 
on 
su ch rem ittance in a y ear will 
rem ain only in the case of a 
crisis in the balance of pay ­ 
m e n t.’ 
Also eliminated wou ld be the 
stipu lation that no technical and 
administration fees cou ld be re­ 
mitted after fiv e y ears. A pro­ 
hibition on rem ittance of roy ­ 
alties on patent rights to head 
offices or su bsidiaries abroad 
wou ld go. 
Finally , the 20 per cent limit 
on repatriation of capital wou ld 
be abolished. 
This 
cou ld 
be 
tem porarily reimposed in time 
of crisis. 


FURTHER in the fu tu re are 
the following; 
Codification 
of 
the 
banking 
laws. 
A 
c e n t r a l monetary 
au thority sim ilar to the Federal 
Reserv e Board to regu late mon­ 
ey and credit wou ld be set u p. 
Codification of the tax laws, 
concentrating in one law the 
hu ndreds 
of decrees, 
ru lings, 
and new tax es issu ed or passed 
in the last fiv e 
y ears. 
Many 
loopholes wou ld be closed and 
the collection sy stem improv ed. 


Brazil may impose a capital 
gains tax . It also plans to pu t a 
high‘T 
ax on u n-u sed land, to 
force u sage or transfer to those 
who will pu t it to work. Land 
and real estate tax es are prac­ 
tically non-ex istent in Brazil. 
Agricu ltu ral 
reform, 
tied in 
with the land tax , giv ing a bet­ 
ter break to indiv idu al farm ers. 
Reserve Praises Self 


“ Ob . . . tha t’s fo r tho se little ha irs tha t g et do wn the 
ba ck o f y o ur neck!“

A top Federal Reserv e Board 
economist has decided that it 
is time the pu blic discov ered 
that his agency is doing a good 
job. 
The horn blower is board ad­ 
v iser Gu y E. Noy es. He claims 
neither more nor less than that 
the United States now is blessed 
with “ the most adroit monetary 
policy it has ev er had, or has 
been 
seen 
anv wnere 
in 
the 
world.” 
If this sou nds a shade immod­ 
est. Noy es say s. “ So be it." He 
v olu nteers that he is preju diced 
and partisan and makes clear 
that he is ready to do battle if 
any one wishes to take u p his 
gau ntlet. 
"1 make no pretense of im­ 
partiality ," he declares. 
The semi-independent Federal 
Reserv e is one of the qu ietest 
and most retiring of all gov ern­ 
m ent agencies. It dislikes pu blic 
controv ersy . Noy es rev eals that 
a strenu ou s argu m ent has been 
raging between those who be­ 
liev e it shou ld sou nd off abou t 
its 
recent 
accomplishments 
and those who contend it shou ld 
keep 
its 
peace. 


THE FEDERAL Reserv e ex ­ 
pert tore off his gau ntlc at a 
recent meeting of Connecticu t 
bankers. He speaks with snecial 
au thority since he at.ends all 
o 
the important policy discu s­ 
sions in the central bank's high- 
ceilinged 
board 
room. 
The Federal Reserv e is hold­ 
ing to a relativ ely easy mone­ 
tary policy throu ghou t this bu si­ 
ness u ptu rn. Noy es calls this a 
“ m ajor difference." He argu es 
that the change is rot receiv ing 
a< qu ate recognition. 
’lie Federa’ Reserv e is dis­ 
play ing a willingness to ex peri­ 
ment. Noy es said. It is acting 
flex ibly , he added. 
He stresses tha t the Federa l 


Reserv e 
traditionally 
has 
be­ 
hav ed “ alm ost au tom atically .” 
When 
bu siness 
activ ity 
has 
tu rned 
u p, 
it has started 
to 
shift away from its anti-reces­ 
sion, easy money policy . 
It has fretted abou t inflation 
and has started to make money 
tigh'er in an inex orable mov e 
toward a tou gh, restrictiv e pol- 
cy 
Liberal economists hav e bit­ 
terly criticized the Federal Re­ 
serv e for being obsessed with 
fears of price infla'ion. They 
hav e charged that the central 
bank helped bring on the 1958 
and 1960 recessions by prem a­ 
tu rely choking off the flow of 
credit to the commercial bank­ 
ing sy stem. 
The late President Kennedy 
and 
his 
economists 
shared 
some of those conv ictions. Back 
in 1961, at the start of the cu r­ 
rent 
u ptu rn, 
Kennedy 
made 
it 
plain 
to 
Federal 
Reserv e 
Board Chairm an William Mc- 
Chesney 
Martin 
Jr. 
that 
he 
hoped the central bank wou ld 
not clamp down too soon. 


PRESIDENT Johnson v oiced 
the same hope in a walk that 
he and Martin took arou nd the 
White Hou se rose garden early 
in May . 
Noy es’ happy boast is that this 
time the Federal 
Reserv e is 
prov iding fu nds generou sly , that 
it is carry ing ou t “ a mu ch more 
sensitiv e and delicate 
adju st­ 
ment to the economy ’s growing 
needs for money and credit” — 
and that it is not blindly tight­ 
ening credit to satisfy precon- 
ce v ed theories abou t inflation. 
There hav e been many dis­ 
agreem ents among the Federal 
Reseiv e policy makers as they 
hav e carv ed ou t this particu lar 
chu nk 
of 
monetary 
history . 
Noy es frankly admits that it 
has not been easy for the cen­

NOW 
THAT 
Gov . Scranton 
sc:m s to hav e made a decision 
which will measu rably last for 
a month, there is a moment for 
reflection. 
While I do not ru le ou t the 
possibility that Goldwater may 
be denied the nomination, the 
projection of Scranton into the 
field seems to hav e been an act 
of rash impu lse. People who ex ­ 
pect 
to 
win a nomination 
in 
modern times plan their opera­ 
tion far 
in adv ance. 
Witness 
Kennedy and Nix on in 1960 and 
Rockefeller and Goldwater this 
y ear. 
Adequ ate organization means 
ai least two sorts of workers. 
There mu st be a grou p headed 
by an ex perienced professional 
to tou r the nation and make 
contacts with state party lead­ 
ers. This is for the pu rpose of 
getting delegates. 
Then there mu st be a grou p 
to ex amine the issu es and pre­ 
pare 
position 
papers 
a n d 
speeches. The workers in these 
grou ps mu st be ex pert in their 
areas of operation. 
Scranton apparently has had 
no su ch helpers. 
All he has are a few politi­ 
cians 
in Pennsy lv ania 
who 
helped in his campaign for gov ­ 
ernor. 
He himself has only 
sketchy ideas on national issu es 
picked u p du ring only two y ears 
in 
Congress, 
from the news­ 
papers. or from well-wishers on 
the 
telephone who figu red so 
mu ch in his decisions. 


IT ALSO HAS been the cu s­ 
tom in recent y ears for a su c­ 
cessfu l nominee to carry 
h i s 
pre-conv ention organization with 
him 
into 
the campaign. 
If 
Scranton shou ld get the nomia- 
tio he will he ex pected to join 
in a conflict with a President 
who has had v ast ex perience in 
both hou ses of Congress and 


who. as v ice president and Pres­ 
ident, has had access to all the 
knowledge possessed by a v ast 
federal establishment. Johnson 
is also a m aster of political 
strategy 
and techniqu es, per­ 
haps the best sice FDR. 
The platitu des and wisecracks 
which Scranton has pu t in ev i­ 
dence since his decision wou ld 
not av ail in su ch a contest. It 
wou ld 
be 
pitting 
a nov ice 
against one of the major profes­ 
sionals of ou r time. 
His su ccess in winning t h e 
electoral v otes o f many states, 
if he shou ld get the nomination, 
wou ld mean that in at least two- 
thirds o f these states he wou ld 
hav e to depend u pon state and 
local organizations which hav e 
been committed to Goldwater. 
They will v iew the rejection of 
Goldwater with lasting resent­ 
ment. 
Money cannot fill this lack of 
organized su pport, 
or can 
a 
v ast campaign of pu blicity in 
the press and ov er the airwav es 
carry a candidate. 


AS A MATTER of record, 
Scranton has already 
had 
the 
pu blicity pu tsch. Two months 
ago there was a concerted ef­ 
fort on the part of many pu bli­ 
cations to create a boom 
for 
Scran'on. 
It 
failed 
becau se 
Scranton 
cou ldn't make u p his mind to be 
a candidate and also becau se 
the bright pictu res of Scranton, 
his family , bis brief career in 
politics, and his harm less av o­ 
cations 
failed 
to catch hold. 
There can scarcely be an effec­ 
tiv e reru n of this pu blicity ma­ 
terial in the time that rem ains. 
Those who u rged him to enter 
at this late date and who hav e 
joy fu lly greeted his candidacy 
are for the most part am ateu rs 
or they are backers of Rocke­ 
feller, Lodge, and others w h o 
now 
find 
themselv es 
u nem­ 
ploy ed. 
Those who u rged the gov ernor 
to make this strange decision 
shou ld realize that the prospect 
of su ccess in a national election 
by the v otes of a few Northeast­ 
ern states, with mu ch of the 
Middlewest, the West, and the 
Sou th apathetic and indifferent, 
wou ld be hopeless. Or are these 
people determined to bring the 
Repu blican party down to de­ 
feat? 
Scranton, by all the m easu re­ 
m ents, is only a sectional can­ 
didate. He is little known be­ 
y ond the state in which he liv es 
and some neighboring common­ 
wealths. Ev en Willkie had roots 
west of Pennsy lv ania. 
The role assu med by Scranton 
as a sacrificial offering is not 
a happy one, nor is it one which 
wou ld be condu civ e to a bright 
fu tu re for the v ictim.

Jacobs Shoots Spectacular 64 For US. Open Lead

WASHINGTON (A P )-W here 
was Tommy Jacobs at 3 a.m.? 
Sleeping soundly? Or pacing 
the floor? 
Dimpled Tommy tore up the 
Congressional 
Country 
Club 
course—the vaunted m onster— 
with a record-tying 64 Friday 
and found himself one stroke in 
front 
of Arnold 
Palm er, 
the 
golfing colossus, at the halfway 
point of the U.S. Open. 
That earned Jacobs, a hand­ 
some 
29-year-old 
with 
wavy 
brown hair and a shy smile, a 
head-to-head playing spot with 
P alm er down the pressure-cook­ 
er stretch of 36 final holes to­ 
day. 
Jacobs had 136, four under 
par. 
Palm er, bidding for the 
grand slam of golf, had 137. He 
wants this title so bad he would 
disturb anybody’s sleep. 
Also, this Open is the 50th 
anniversary of the first one that 
W alter Hagen—the Palm er of 
his day—won in 1914, and had 
Watchers wondering if Jacobs 
might suffer the fate of some of 
Hagen’s opponents. 
There was the night, for ex­ 
ample, when Hagen was still 
entertaining his adm irers at 3 
a m., and was reminded that his 
opponent of the day was safely 
in bed.
